had not taken the oath of office and 
therefore could not control the busi- 
ness of the House and ask for supply 
for the departments of which they 
stated they were acting ministers. 

Some of the Progressives who had 
been supporting the Meighen gov- 
ernment on previous motions wereé 
away, others switched at the last mo- 
ment, and only three, W. T. Lucas 
of Camrose, A. M. Boutellier of 
Vegreville, and W. R. Fansher of Last 
Mountain, voted against the motion 
of censure. Another, T. W. Bird of 
Nelson, Man., explained that he had 
been paired with an absent.member 
and voted by mistake.

A Picnic Kit Made at Home 


short notice, one can put a 


l \ stort nove, kit in the car 


Such a kit ought to be in the pos- 


session of every picnicking family. 
Except for food it should be kept 
ready during the season in an ac- 
cessible closet from which it can he 
taken without trouble and packed 
with the desired edibles. 

| If the family is not too large an old

| wooden box, light in weight, may 
better serve the same purpose if the

Living-Room Lights 


Each room in the house should be 
lighted to suit the uses to which it 
will be put. The living room, for in- 
stance, needs a few brightly lighted 
areas for reading or sewing, but the 
remainder of the room requires only 
soft, subdued light except when used 
by a group who want the place 
flooded with illumination. Therefore 
the equipment must be flexible, with 
a center drop light and, if the room 
be large, wall brackets as auxiliaries 
when the room is used for general 
entertainment; and with portables 
for table anf piano lighting when a 
sitting room is required. The cen- 
ter lighting fixture, mounted near 
the ceiling, should be shaded by dif- 
fusing glass that hides the bright 
filaments of the bulbs, shades 
slightly ndrrower at the bottom 
being used for pendant lights. Base- 
board outlets should be sufficient for 
lamps and some rooms are lighted

One of the most badly lighted 
rooms is usually the bedroom, for 
the center light gives little service 
and puts a person in his own shadow 
when he uses his dresser mirror: 
Here is needed a light each side of 
the mirror, with dense, upright 
shades so enough light is reflected 
to the ceiling to help light the room, 
and convenience outlets should pro- 
vide connections for bedside lamps 
or night lights. 

The bathroom needs lighting on 
the same plan as the bedroom, with 
brackets above or beside the mirror 
(light on one side only would cast 
shadows), as this is usually used as 
a shaving mirror. Less wattage is 
always possible in a room finished 
in light color or gloss enamel. 

When all is said, the problem of 
proper lighting is really the use of 
intelligent fosethought, planning 
where light is most needed, making 
allowance for absorption of light by 
colors, and proceeding accordingly. 
When in doubt, use portables, as 
these can be made to serve every- 
where. In fact, some lighting engi- 
neers declare that all lighting. fix- 
tures will soon be portable and own- 
ers will move them with the rest of 
their belongings.

the railroad stations and markets. 
Factories Now Active 
But the factory chimneys are’ 
smoking again; the trains are run- 
ning; 
cities. And the peasants, 
picking up guns to fight requisition- 
ing detachments are raising in- 
creasing quantities of grain and 
other products and selling them in 
the ordinary way. Normal condi- 
tions have been to a large extént 
restored; and normal conditions 
must have seemed an 
dream in the bleak days of 1921.
